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SUBJECT:TURKISH AID TO CYPRUS: KENNEDY CHARGES (NOON PRESS 
BRIEFING OF DECEMBER 2) 

1. NEWS STORIES IN DECEMBER 2, 1974 PRESS REPORTS THAT 
SENATOR KENNEDY'S OFEICE, IN RELEASING EXCHANGE OF LETTERS 
WITH THE STATE DEPARTMENT, ALLEGED THAT ADMINISTRATION IS 
BREAKING THE LAW BY CONTINUING TO SHIP MILITARY EQUIPMENT 
TO TURKEY AND THAT THE U.S. HAS INCREASED SHIPMENTS OE 
MILITARY HARDWARE IN THE THIRD QUARTER OF THIS YEAR OVER 
THAT OF THE SECOND QUARTER. 

2. EOLLOWING ARE PERTINENT Q'S AND A'S RAISED AT NOON 
BRIEFING DECEMBER 2 ON ABOVE TOPIC AND SOME RELATED 
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QUOTE: Q: WHAT IS THE STATE DEPARTMENT'S RESPONSE, IE 
ANY, TO THE CHARGES MADE BY SENATOR KENNEDY OVER THE 
WEEKEND ALLEGING CONSIDERABLE INCREASED MIT, IT ARY AID BEING 
SHIPPED TO TURKEY? 

A: WELL, LET ME PUT IT THIS WAY, DURING THIS PERIOD THE 
PIPELINE CONTINUED...CONTINUED, DURING THIS PERIOD THAT 
THE SENATOR REFERRED TO. BUT NO NEW COMMITMENTS WERE MADE 
DURING THAT PERIOD. 

NOW, THE CONTINUING RESOLUTION AUTHORITY WHICH THE 
CONGRESS ADOPTED IN OCTOBER GAVE THE PRESIDENT THE 
AUTHORITY TO SUSPEND RESTRICTIONS ON NEW COMMITMENTS AND 
SHIPMENTS TO TURKEY UNTIL DECEMBER 10, IF THE PRESIDENT 
BELIEVED SO DOING WOULD ASSIST IN MOVING TOWARD A SETTLE- 
MENT OF THE CYPRUS CONFLICT. 

NOW, AS TO THESE QUARTERLY SHIPMENTS OF MILITARY HARDWARE, 
THERE HAS BEEN NO ACCELERATION OF DELIVERIES TO TURKEY 
SINCE LAST SUMMER'S CYPRUS CONFLICT. 

NOW THERE IS A SUBSTANTIAL PIPELINE WITH MANY ITEMS 
REQUIRING TWO TO THREE YEARS PRODUCTION LEAD TIME AND 
SHIPMENTS WILL OFTEN VARY FROM QUARTER TO QUARTER. 

NOW WITH REGARD TO THE SHIPMENTS IN THE JULY-SEPTEMBER 
QUARTER, ABOUT $18 MILLION OF THE $40.5 MILLION FIGURE 
CITED BY SENATOR KENNEDY - OVER THAT OF THE $27.3 FIGURE 
FOR THE SECOND QUARTER - IS ACCOUNTED FOR BY THE DELIVERY 
TO TURKEY OF FOUR F-4 AIRCRAFT AND RELATED SPARE PARTS. 

TURKEY SIGNED AN AGREEMENT WITH THE UNITED STATES IN 
AUGUST '72 FOR THE PURCHASE OF F-4S AND DELIVERY WAS 
SCHEDULED TO BEGIN IN THE QUARTER I HAVE JUST MENTIONED 
- DURING THE JULY-SEPTEMBER QUARTER - THEY ACTUALLY 
WERE SCHEDULED TO BEGIN IN AUGUST-SEPTEMBER OF '74. 

Q: WHAT IS THE TOTAL NUMBER IN THE AGREEMENT OF AUGUST, 

'72? HOW MANY OF THOSE ARE THEY TO GET, ALL TOLD? 
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A: LET ME CHECK THAT, WILL YOU. 

Q: SO THEN IN EFFECT, WHAT YOU ARE SAYING IS THAT IT WAS 
COINCIDENTAL, MERELY, THAT THE VOLUME OF ARMS SHIPPED IN 
THIS QUARTER WAS GREATER THAN IN THE PREVIOUS QUARTER? 

A: WELL, BECAUSE YOU HAVE THIS PIPELINE, AND THEN AS I 
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POINTED OUT EARLIER, THE SHIPMENTS VARY FROM QUARTER TO 
QUARTER - SOMETIMES THE EIGURES ARE UP, SOMETIMES THEY 
ARE DOWN. 

Q: BUT YOU ARE NOT CONTESTING SENATOR KENNEDY'S STATE- 
MENT THAT THE VOLUME OE ARMS SHIPPED ALTER THE CYPRUS 
ACTION WAS GREATER THAN THE QUARTER PRIOR TO SUCH ACTION? 

A: WELL WHAT I AM SAYING, IS THAT DURING THIS PERIOD 
PRIOR TO OCTOBER 29, WHEN THE PRESIDENT USED THE AUTHOR- 
ITY THAT HE WAS GIVEN BY THE CONGRESS - PRIOR TO THAT 

TIME, NO NEW COMMITMENTS WERE MADE. 

Q: WHAT DID HE DO ON OCTOBER THE 29TH, THEN? 

A: WELL SINCE THAT TIME, DELIVERIES OE ITEMS PURCHASED OR 
GRANTED TO TURKEY, HAVE BEEN CONTINUED NORMALLY. 

Q: ARE THERE ANY DOCUMENTS TO SUBSTANTIATE ALL OE THIS 
- IS THERE ANY PUBLIC DOCUMENTS OE THE '72 AGREEMENT 
THAT WE COULD READ THE PROVISION SAYING THAT DELIVERY 
WAS SCHEDULED TO BEGIN IN THIS QUARTER? 

A: I DON'T KNOW, BUT I WOULD DOUBT THAT THERE WOULD BE. 
USUALLY, THESE CONTRACTS ARE NOT PUBLIC DOCUMENTS SO EAR 
AS I KNOW - BUT I'LL BE GLAD TO LOOK INTO IT. 

Q: JUST TO TIE UP A LITTLE LOOSE END - EORGIVE ME, I 
WAS AWAY - WAS THE KENNEDY CHARGE THAT THERE WAS $40.5 
MILLION "ABOVE THE $23.7" OE THE SECOND QUARTER OR WAS IT 
JUST $12 MILLION OVER THE 23.7? WELL I MEAN, IT MAKES A 
SIGNIEICANT DIFEERENCE BECAUSE YOU SAY ABOUT $18 MILLION 
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A: WELL AS I RECALL, THE ARTICLE THAT I READ, IN THE 
SECOND QUARTER OE THIS YEAR, THE EIGURE WAS $27.3 AND THEN 
THE THIRD QUARTER WENT UP TO $40.5. WHICH - AND AS I 
HAVE EXPLAINED, THE ITEMS ARE IN THE PIPELINE, AND IT 
VARIES FROM QUARTER TO QUARTER - SO THAT THE FOURTH 
QUARTER COULD GO - I DON'T KNOW WHAT IT WOULD BE BUT 
IT COULD GO WAY DOWN. 

Q: YOU ARE TALKING ABOUT CALENDAR YEARS, NOW? 

A: YES. AND OF THAT $40.5, AS I POINTED OUT - ABOUT A 
LITTLE LESS THAN HALE WAS ACCOUNTED EOR BY FOUR AIRCRAFT 
AND RELATED SPARE PARTS. 
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Q: AND WHAT WAS THE FY 73 MILITARY AID PROGRAM FOR 
TURKEY? 

A: I'LL GET YOU THE FIGURE. I DON'T HAVE IT HERE. 

Q: IS THERE ANY PROSPECT NOW FOR MEETING THE TERMS OE THE 
CONGRESSIONAL RESOLUTION TO AVOID A CUTOFF OF ALL AID TO 
TURKEY AETER DECEMBER THE lOTH? 

A: I DON'T WANT TO SPECULATE ON THAT. 

Q: YOU KNOW THERE WAS A STORY IN A CYPRIOT NEWSPAPER 

TODAY, CHARGING THAT THE UNITED STATES HAS AMBITION 
TOWARDS TAKING OVER A BRITISH MILITARY BASE IN SOUTH 
CYPRUS. DO YOU HAVE ANY RESPONSE TO THAT? 

A: I'M TRYING TO THINK OF AN APPROPRIATE ADJECTIVE. 

WELL, LET ME JUST SAY THAT IT IS COMPLETELY WITHOUT 
ANY EOUNDATION WHATSOEVER. UNQUOTE KISSINGER 
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
